Thia ia the opinion of son\e military authorities here who are beginning to wonder how 
long now Germany will be able to hold out under the onslaught. 

Estimates that the. European war would last until Inte summer or fall ns a result of the 
German west front offensive in December are being scrapped. At the moment therfl is an 
open-minded attitude on how quickly and in what manner Germany may be defeated. 

Defeat could take the form of unconditional surrender by the army high command if the 
command sph'ta with the nnzi political leadership or could be evidenced by a fairly rapid 
breakup of organized resistance with a long period of guerrilla warfare following.

AN EXCELLENT PROPOSAL 
In a letter to War Moblllzer Jnihcs F, 
Byrnes, CIO President PlilUp Murray has 
said: "Tlie sole question betorc the American 
people tpdfly Is the most e//JcJen( method 'o/ 
obtaining the manpower necessary to produce 
the war materials that we need." 

Mr. Murray docs not believe that national 
aerrlcc legislation is the most efficient meth- 
■ od. A great many Americans disagree with 
" him. Nevertheless his summing up of the 
situation Is admlroblc— admirable because In 
Its simplicity ani obviousness It is so lar re- 
moved from the punitive expedition against 
the 4-F3 which congress seems to be plan- 
ning. 

Even more admirable Is the proposal of 
Mr. Murray and other CIO leadbrs that Mr, 
Bymcs call immediately a conference of lead- 
ers from industry, labor, agriculture and gov- 
ernment (including, it may bo hoped, mem- 
bers of congress) to make an Intelligent, 
orderly Inquiry Into manpower needs. 

Their task would be to find out precisely 
where production is short; to promote effi- 
cient TitSlization ol manpower and lacUUles; 
to Inquire Into substandard pay and dis- 
crimination as possible causes of shortage; 
to maljo equitable arrangements for trans- 
fer of -workers to tlght-iabor areas; to try 
to put an end to overlapping and contradic- 
tory pollclea and operations of government 
agencies. 

Such a conference Is long overdue. There 
. has been too much playing oft . of one group 
against another by the government. There 
have been too many and too frequent dis- 
agreements between government agencies. 
Thcro have been too many occasions' when 
agencies have been unwilling to consult with 
. production or labor experts outside of gov- 
ernment before Issuing orders which often 
have turned out to be unfair and unworkable. 

Tlilfl conference would not solve the coun- 
try's manpower and production problems. 
But it Is a necessary preliminary to their 
BOlutlon. DoUar-a-year men, drafted from 
their private pur5Ults, have done an appre- 
ciated and generally excellent ]ob. But in 
the Washington atmosphere of confllet, con- 
fusion and limitation, they have not done 
excellently enough. 

The situation needs men fresh from their 
non-igovomment Jobs, who have coped with 
today's problems nt their point of Impact, 
who are not afflicted with "Potomac fever," 
and who can pass along to the conference's 
government members new Icnowledgc and a 
clear and vigorous approach. 

We do not think that Mr. Murray Would dis- 
agree that the most efficient method of re- 
lieving our present shortages Is through the 
democratic method of every citizen doing his 
part In this war. And It would seem that" If 
the govEmment heeds Mr. Murray's sugges- 
tion. It might assign to each cltlEen his part 
with fairness and efficiency.

Such a federation mujt Include Czechoslovakia, 
Poland and vorlous other Independent states, which 
did not exist aa Independent atstes before tho first 
World war, and' which ore still claimed by other alptea, 
tuch as oermany hud Austria. It must Jiiclude 
Yuaoslttvlii which hM wllhlTi 11 tliiee or lour as yol 
unreconciled states, each of which regards one or 
more of the others as Us enemies. Poland, claima 
territory from Czechoslovakia nnd Hungory and Ro- 
mania claim territory from ench other. 

In such a federation must oUo bo Iticluded the

K must Include France, which still haA territorial 
disagieemcnts with Germany and which hopes to 
regain Imperial possessions In the fir east. must 
include Holland and Belgium which also Have lost 
imperial properties that they would regain.

If the Bcrvlceman files and payi, 
and then dies In service, tho taxes 
win bo lost to tho famUy. But It he 
dies In active service, leaving tho 
tax unpaid, hla xibllgotlon la con-' 
celled automatically. 

In cnio ot such death the aervlce- 
mnn'a estate owes no tax on Ihcomt 
for tho year In which ho died. Any 
back taxes, Interest, penalties or as- 
seismcnta that may have hung over 
his head arc written off. ABd It by 
chance the man's family has paid 
any such obligation on his behalf, 
alnce the dale of his death, they 
can obtain refund ot what they paid.
